Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments are drawn to the 
unentered amendment. However, it is noted that based on a precursory review of the proposed amendment and the Applicant's 
arguments, the amendment would not be sufficient to overcome the present rejections since the Applicant does not limit the third 
component, which consists of a catalyst, an additive, or a crosslinking agent, to a specific chemistry. Therefore, the components taught in 
the prior art references, which the Applicant argues are additional components, i.e., the urea or monomer components, could be 
Interpreted as crosslinking agents or additives which would correspond to the Applicant's third component. Additionally, It is noted that the 
scope of claim 10 would be indefinite since the claim restates the stalnproof composition comprises the fluorine containing component and 
the triazine component, and may possibly contain an additional component which contains PEG or a copolymer. Would the third 
component be that same as the third componenet listed in claim 1 or would It be in addition to that component. 
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
